‘Intention 
to demolish’ 

The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has received a undated 
letter from Dino Deluca, of Delmark 
Homes, formally notifying the 
municipality of the intention to 
demolish 108 Moore St., a stately 
home that is more than 120 years 
old. 

Diane Milos, a member of SOHO 
- Save Our Heritage Organization - 
addressed Council in Open Forum, 
to remind Councillors that the 
Town has received a 500-signature 
petition, calling for the preservation 
of the home. 

“We are fed up the destruction of 
heritage property that should have 
been designated," Milos said, noting 
that many homes of character and 
history have already been lost in 
Bradford. “This is all to make room 
for new development, with no regard 
for history.” 

She called 108 Moore St. worthy 
of heritage designation. "It cannot 
be ignored,” she said, pointing out 
that “people drive to other towns, to 
experience this type of atmosphere,” 
especially where die homes have 
been “lovingly restored” by their 
owners. 

She concluded, “I’m confident that 
we now have a Council that has the

reminding Council, “A big part 
of revitalizing the Downtown 
is keeping what is old.” He also 
suggested that the developers "do 
not care what the residents think, or 
what you think.”

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VCARS asks for support 


Area VCARS (Victim Crisis Assistance 
& Referral Service) and Marie 
McCallum, Executive Director of 
VCARS, were invited to address the 
Bradford West Gwillimbury-Innisfil 
Police Services Board, regarding 
planned cuts to funding for VCARS. 

VCARS of Barrie & Area provides 
support to victims not only of 
crime, including rape, domestic 
assault, and homicide, but of “tragic 
circumstances” - such as fire, serious 
motor vehicle 
collisions, and 
suicide. 

Trained 
professionals 
with VCARS 
will sit with 
the victims, 
comfort the 
children, 
help assess 
the impact 
of thefts and 
fire - and refer 
to counselling and support services, 
freeing up police officers who are 
otherwise mandated to provide Victim 

“We rely heavily on referrals from 
our police officers, and our police 
officers rely on our volunteers,” Conley 
noted. “The Police Act is very specific. 
The Police Service has to provide 
assistance to victims.” 

Currently, VCARS of Barrie & Area 
relies on 5 full-time staff and 140 
trained volunteers - but the proposed 
cuts will have an impact. The cuts 
amount to $100,000 over a two-year 
period - one-third of VCARS’ budget. 

Conley told the PSB that the agency 
has managed to find $50,000 in 
savings, in "a very tight budget... to 
provide the best we can with the least 
possible cost” - but there is no way to 
absorb the additional cuts, without 
cutting staff. “In 2016-17, we will 
probably have to let two people go.” 

Although, advised by the Ministry 


of the Attorney General not to bring 
their issue to the public, Conley said 
his Board decided “it was appropriate” 
to ask the Police Services Board to 
“communicate with the Ministry and 
the Minister,” and ask them to reverse 
or reconsider the cuts - “to lead to 
awareness by the minister that the 
cuts are going to have an impact. The 
police officers are going to have to 
spend more time with victims.... It is 



harder?” 

Conley replied 
that the province 
has changed the 
way it counts 
referrals, and 
will no longer 
include assistance to victims of suicide 
or traffic fatalities, setting a cap of 860 
referrals as the threshold to receive full 
funding. "York Region and Toronto 
got an increase in funding, while the 
rest of us lost.” 

“There’s not lots” who will meet 
the new criteria, added McCallum 
- pointing out that Barrie & Area 
VCARS, which covers the city of Barrie, 
Towns of Innisfil, Bradford West 
Gwillimbury, and New Tecumseth, as 
far west as Midland, will receive the 
same funding as the City of Orillia, 
which has a population of 28,000. 

The Police Services Board in its 
December 15 meeting voted in favour 
of writing a letter in support of VCARS, 
and contacting both the MP and MPP 
for York Region, “opposing provincial 
funding cuts to VCARS.”

New Council asked for funding 


Mayor Rob Keffer opened the first 
full session of Council, December 16, 
with a welcome to all who filled the 
Council chamber. * I look forward 
to the term ahead. We’ve got a lot of 
work to do, we’ve got a challenge but... 
we'll work together and do really good 
things for our Town,” he said. 

Council’s first task was to listen to 3 
deputations - all of them asking for 
financial assistance. 

The Bradford Board of Trade’s 
President, James McNeill presented 
an overview of the role of the Board 
in the community, its events, and 
its potential to work with the Town 
to be a “conduit to the business 
community,” and promote new, 
larger-scale commercial and industrial 
development. 

“I know it’s one of your mandates 
to bring that forward, in the next four 
years," he said, suggesting a role for 
the BBT, not necessarily partnering 
with the Town, but working on behalf 
of the Town. 

However, for the BBT to continue 
in its role, McNeill said, "We need a 
capital injection... What I’m looking 
for is $20,000 to $35,000" per year, over 
the next 3 years. 

Councillor Gary Lamb noted that 
the Town already supports the BBT, to 
the tune of $6,000 per year. “I'm not 
certain, from my perspective, I want to 
keep giving taxpayers’ dollars,” Lamb 
said, suggesting that the Board submit 
its business plan and request to the 
Town for consideration during budget 
discussions - but warning, "everybody 
at this table” will be looking for cuts. 

Deputy Mayor James Leduc agreed 
that economic development and 
job creation "is our mandate,” but 
added, “I’d just like to see a little more 
financial planning.” 

The second deputant was John 
Playford, principal of Bradford 
District High School - sharing some 
of his school’s recent achievements 
within the community, including a 
letter-writing campaign on behalf of 
Amnesty International, and the Adopt- 
A-Family fundraiser, in partnership 
with the Helping Hand Food Bank. 

“This is a growing area, and the 


school is growing as well,” Playford 
noted, with over 1,100 students 
currently enrolled. In fact, the school 
is outgrowing its own space. With over 
250 graduates in a year, “we do fill the 
auditorium, our gymnasium, and also 
have an overflow area,” he said, where 
parents watch the ceremonies on TV. 

To bring the ceremonies under one 
roof, he has booked the old Bradford 
Community Centre arena for next 
year's graduation - but wondered if 
there was anything the Town could do 
to offset some of the costs. 

"I think it’s a great idea,” said Mayor 
Keffer, noting that expanded use of 
the Bradford Community Centre was 
part of his election campaign. 

"I think (grad) a significant event 
in every young person’s life,” said 
Councillor Mark Contois, suggesting 
that the Town waive the $1000 rental. 

Deputy Mayor James Leduc 
recommended drawing on the 
expertise of the Bradford Lions Club. 
"We know how to get some of the 
equipment you’ll be needing,” he said. 

Councillor Gary Lamb urged 
Playford to submit the request to the 
Town, for discussion at budget time. "I 
support that, but I think it would have 
to go through proper channels.” 

Finally, Angie Wright of The Wright 
Way, after a far-ranging discussion 
of the barriers to access hi Bradford, 
urged the Town to include the concept 
of Accessibility at every level, be more 
aware of the issues - and support a 
new Global Access Awareness Day, 
scheduled for May 21. 

“lam working on a budget,” Wright 
told Councillors. “I am asking for 
your official support for something 
you guys are going to be proud to 
brag about,” something that would 
address the needs not only of people 
with disabilities but seniors as well, 
“because we’re all in the same boat." 

Council also received four pieces of 
correspondence - from the Bradford 
& District Skating Club, Lake Simcoe 
Conservation Foundation, Simcoe 
County Farm Fresh, and Autism 
Ontario - asking for funding. 

Council voted to refer all requests to 
budget talks.

How quickly a life can change. 

Seven months ago, Marco Fernandes 
was savagely assaulted outside of a 
downtown Bradford bar. 

The assault put the 35 year old in 
hospital, in a coma. For his wife 
Adriana, and litde boy Diego, the 
hospital bed quickly became the 
centre of their world. For seven 
months, they hoped and prayed for a 
recovery. 

“We got a bit emotional this morning, 
when we found out he waved at his 
wife," says Christina Perdiz. She was 
speaking at a fundraising evening at 
the Portuguese Cultural Centre in 
Bradford, on December 13. “Making a 
Difference for Marco” was organized 
by the Portuguese community, to help 
support the family and Marco’s long, 
long road to recovery. The event sold 

There were some special guests 
at the evening. Marco’s Dad, John 
Fernandes, and brother-in-law 
Manuel Ferreira flew in from Portugal 
to be by his side - and his mother 
will be arriving on December 22. 
“Someone donated the ticket. We 
have no idea who did it," says Danny 
Viveiros, who helped organize the 
fundraiser. 

He notes that Adriana was reluctant 
to accept any assistance. "We knew the 
family is in need, although she didn’t 
ask, and didn’t want,” Viveiros says. 

Organizers originally worried that

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South Simcoe Police Service faces “tough” budget in 2015 


Since 2012, the Bradford West Gwillimbury- 
Innisfil Police Services Board has given South 
Simcoe Police "a mandate for cost containment.” 
That led to cuts in the budget for policing, for the 
first time since the amalgamated police service 
was formed, and substantial surpluses at year 
end, in both 2012 and 2013 - "basically through 
attrition,” said South Simcoe Police Chief Rick 
Beazley. 

But the surplus for 2014 is only estimated at 
$32,000 - and the Service is looking at some 
major outlays in 2015. 

One area of savings was a reduction in the 
number of command staff. “We felt it was 
important to dedicate those resources to front 


line - put more boots on the ground,” Beazley 
said. But a new strategy is needed to address 
upcoming retirements; a consultant found that 
40% of front line officers, and 100% of command 
staff could retire by 2020. 

“We have to anticipate that, moving forward,” 
Chief Beazley told the December 15 meeting 
of the PSB, proposing a $93,000 expenditure 
in 2015 to "pre-hire a number of people,” and 
ensure they receive the police training required. 
He warned that, even with a succession strategy 
in place, “There is not growth addressed. This is 
just to keep us where we are now." 

The Service is planning to hire a Deputy Chief 
of Police, and promote a Staff Sgt. to Inspector, in 



time for the Pan American-Para Pan 
American Games next summer. 

Other increases; 

. Provision of “enhanced security” to 
the Bradford Provincial Courtrooms, 
including $27,973 to hire part-time 
Special Constables for court Security.

$137,000 to the Operating Budget, 
"over and above what we are currently 
paying” - but for 
the first time will 
connect the service 
digitally with other 
Police services 
in the province, 
allowing an exchange 
of information. 

Currently, South 
Simcoe Police have 
to telephone for 
information. “We’re 
more part of the police universe with 
this,” said Beazley; the new service 
also provides disaster recovery and 
back-up, and extensive IT support - 
"which we don’t have right now.” 

. Paying $125,000 in banked hours 
will reduce the Service’s “unfunded 
liability,” going forward. 

. Introducing the new DARE 
program in schools will have an 
annual cost of $11,000. DARE replaces 
the Values Influences Peers program. 

. Updating a Pay Equity study has a 
one-time cost of $20,000. 

South Simcoe Police will continue 
to eliminate leases for vehicles, with 
a capital budget of over $350,000 
for fleet acquisition and purchase 
of "tangible capital assets” - and is 
also looking at upgrading the mobile 
work stations in vehicles, "refreshing” 
computer technology, and replacing 
tactical shields, shotguns currently 
carried in vehicles, and the roadside 
screening devices that are nearing the 
end of their lifespan, and are no longer 
supported by the manufacturer. 

And there is $15,000 in the budget 
for the acquisition of an Automatic 
Licence Plate Reader - which can 
scan plates, and using a Ministry of 
Transportation database, identify 
suspended and disqualified drivers, 



and drivers with no insurance. In a 
one-month test back in 2001,172 
charges were laid - with 40% of fine 
revenues returned to the Municipality. 

"Our main concern is public safety. 
We are stopping more and more 
suspended and disqualified drivers,” 
Chief Beazley said. "It’s out there. We 
know we could pick up a lot of high 
risk drivers.” 

Beazley called the 2015 draft budget a 

- long list of “needs, not 

wishes.” He added, 
“We knew that 2015 
wasgoingtobeatough 
year, but I think that 
once we provide some 
comfort to Councils 
and our Board... cost 
containment will 
continue." 

There were only two 
areas of expenditures 
that were questioned by Board 
members. One was the $90,000 bill, for 
Bell’s “next generation” 911, that takes 
and stores text messages and video. 
Vice Chair Rod Hicks wondered 
where the current 911 access fee, 
charged to all phone users, has been 
going - and why the Police Service is 
paying the bill, if the contract for the 
new 911 service was signed by the 
municipalities. 

"We brought that to the attention 
of the Board,” agreed Chief Beazley. 
“That’s a half-percent on our budget.” 

"The Town Staff rationale is it's 
related to policing, so they want it 
in the Police Budget,” replied Chair 
Sharon Villani. 

And new Member Rob Keffer wanted 
to know why the fuel budget was 
unchanged at $270,000, although gas 
prices have plummeted. “We should 
be realizing some savings,” he said. 
“We’re responsible to the taxpayers... 

I don’t want to ask for more than what 
the taxpayer has to pay. Let’s be as 
accurate as we can be.” 

"That might be something we could 
look at,” acknowledged Beazley. 

The budgets will be presented to 
Innisfil and BWG Councils in January.

for those of you who, during the election debates,” spoke 
in favour of heritage preservation, to "stand by those 
declarations,” added Max Papiilon. 

When the issue came up on the Agenda, Councillor Mark 
Contois pointed out that the home was the former Collings 
residence - early residents of the Town, who donated 25 
acres to Scanlon Creek Conservation Area. He added, “It is 
over 120 years old. It would be a shame to lose it.” 

Council voted to ask Staff for a report and 
recommendation at the next Council meeting, January 20. 

Under the Heritage Act, there is a 60 day waiting period 
for any home on the Heritage Registry, once a notice 
of demolition has been filed. During that time, the 
Municipality can decide whether or not to designate the 
building as a Heritage property, preserving it. 

Director of Planning, Geoff McKnight noted that the 
January meeting “is within that 60 days.” The Town has 
already brought in a consulting architect to evaluate 
the building, he said - and the review “recommends 
designation.” 


RIDE officers set up a checkpoint on Big Bay Point Rd. in 
Innisfil, during the evening of Dec. 10. In less than 3 hours, 
officers stopped 70 vehicles, and nabbed 6 drivers who had 
been drinking and driving. Two were arrested for Impaired, 
and 4 WARN-range licence suspensions were issued. 

Facing charges of Impaired and Over .080 are a 45 year old 
Innisfil male, and a 29 year old Barrie woman. Both have 
received a 90 day administrative licence suspension, had 
their vehicles impounded, and face a court date in January. 

On Dec. 11, officers set up a RIDE check on the 7“' Line 
of Innisfil. At about 10:30 p.m., a vehicle was stopped, and 
the driver was asked to provide a roadside breath sample. 
The test resulted in a FAIL. The 43 year old Innisfil man 
was arrested and returned to the North Division station 
for further breath testing. He was subsequently charged 
with Over .080, his licence suspended for 90 days, his 
vehicle impounded, and he was released with a court date 
in January. And at 1:30 a.m. on Dec. 12, a checkpoint on 
the 10 th Sideroad in Innisfil stopped a 34 year old Innisfil 
male who was found to be under 5 separate driving 
prohibitions, including one for Impaired Driving. The man 
has been charged with Drive Disqualified, and Drive Under 
Suspension; his vehicle was impounded, and he will be 
facing a judge in January. 

And on Dec. 12, Police stopped 680 vehicles in BWG 
and Innisfil, administered 21 roadside tests resulting in 5 
roadside suspensions and vehicles impounded; and two 
drivers charged with Over 0.080. Two other drivers were 
arrested and charged for Criminal drug possession, and 
2 drivers under the age of 21 were found to have a blood 
alcohol concentrations above 0.0. Several charges of Open 
Liquor were also laid. 

At the end of Week 2 of the campaign. Police had stopped 
2,647 drivers to date, charged 11 drivers with drinking 
and driving-related offences, and issued Wam-range 
suspensions for another 25 drivers. Ten persons were found 
to be in Possession of a Controlled Substance.

Students Write for Rights

and a bell rang. The bell rang a total of 571 times. 


Bradford District High School 
students undertook a letter-writing 
campaign, on behalf of Amnesty 
International, on December 10 - 
participating in the “Write for Bights” 

There were 10 cases for the students 
to choose from, some global in 
scope, some dealing with local 
issues - including the lack of services 
on First Nations Reserves, and the

campaign for a 
national inquiry 
into missing 
and murdered 
Aboriginal 
women. 

They could 
pick a subject 
that “resonates" 
with them, said 
Karen Stewart, 



oftheBDHS 
campaign, with teacher Ashley 
Hillier, pointing out that one-third of 
all Amnesty International cases “are 
resolved through the letter -writing.” 

Classes took turns in the school 
library, learning more about their 
topics, and either participating in a 
social media campaign, by sending out 
tweets, or writing a letter to be posted. 

The Stolen Sisters issue was one that 
attracted the most attention among 
the students. “It’s fighting for fairness 
and the women who don't get what 
they deserve,” said one student. “For 
justice.” 

“I’m frustrated that the indigenous 
women are suffering. Something 
should be done about it," said another, 
as she sealed a letter addressed to 
Prime Minister Harper. 

The goal of organizers was to collect 


500 hand-written letters at the high 
school. Stewart noted that while letters 
to the Prime Minister do not require a 
stamp, letters to India, for example - 
written to get the victims of the Bhopal 
chemical poisoning the compensation 
they were promised 30 years ago - will 
cost $2.85 each. 

To help cover the cost, the organizers 
raised about $230 through bake sales 
and other fundraiser, which Stewart 
admitted “will not 
cover the cost." 

But it’s been an 
important exercise. 
“The kids are 
invested. It’s very 
real... The impact 
of one letter to 
change a life for 
someone who has 
been persecuted, 
or ignored as the 
people of Bhopal 
have been for 30 
years,” Stewart said. 

“It’s not always easy to get kids 
involved,” but Write for Rights has 
sparked interest, and passion. “We’re 
hoping as a school to make a big, loud 
splash." 

The target was 500 letters; by the 
end of the day, the organizers had 
collected 571 letters. 

The school is still hoping for 
donations from the community 
to help cover the cost of postage.

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Birds for Christmas!

Having made Bradford our “habitat” 
for 30 years, my family has seen many 
changes in our Town, as I’m sure most 
of us have. 

Being the student of nature that I am, 
I have also seen significant differences 
in the fauna of Bradford, from when 
I first came here. This is reflected in 
the arrival of “new” species from the 
south, such as the Virginia Opossum 
and Red-bellied Woodpecker, and 
the appearance of “northern” species 
such as the Raven. 

Of course, the habitats have been 
altered dramatically over those years, 
with the expansion of housing and 
commercial development, and the 
ongoing changes to the canal. 

Who knew that the pond at 
Summerlyn Village would become 
a magnet for scores of waterfowl, 
muskrats and other aquatic creatures. 
Just this last week, my bird list for the 
Town of Bradford reached 194 species, 
with the sighting of a Ross’ Goose at 
Summerlyn Pond. This bird, named 
after George Ross, the Arctic explorer, 
at one time would have wintered 


almost exclusively in the central plains 
and in California’s river valleys, but 
now has been found to breed and 
migrate in small numbers in Ontario. 

Hopefully, our town will continue to 
value natural spaces as it expands, and 
remembers to protect habitats that 
are a vital part of our environment. 

The preservation of the mature forest 
at Alan Kuzmich Memorial Park, with 
its array of Spring wildflowers amidst 
a growing housing development, is a 
good example of how natural features 
can be incorporated into an urban

Tree-Decorating 101! 



Call it “Tree-Decorating 101." 

Jennifer Ferragine, Creative Director at 
Bradford Greenhouses for the last 17 years, 
offers tips on tree-decorating, based on her 
own experience: she decorates between 50 and 
100 trees each year, including all of the trees on 
display at the Greenhouses’ retail centres, with 
help from her team. 

Step 1 - Lighting 
the tree. Pre-lit 
artificial trees 
now make up 
95% of the trees 
sold at Bradford 
Greenhouses. “If 
your tree is not pre¬ 
lit, the average is 
50 lights per foot of 
tree,” she says. 

By that rule- 
of-thumb, a 7’ 
tree will require 
approximately 350 
lights. 

She urges 
homeowners to 
check the lights 
before going any 
further, and replace 
any burnt-out bulbs. 

If more than 5 lights 
are burnt out on a 
string, “you’ll blow 
the strand!” she 


Step 2 - Ribbon. Use a wired ribbon to encircle 
the tree, in a spiral. If the tree is artificial, bend 
a branch to hold the ribbon in place at your 
starting point. If it's a live tree, use wire to fasten 
the ribbon. “Every now and then, take a couple 
of steps back, and take a look," to ensure that the 
ribbon is balanced. 

Step 3 - Ornaments. For a formal look, use only 
a few different types of ornaments, in a chosen 
colour scheme - like red and gold, or gold and 

Start with the largest ornaments and place on 
the tree following a diamond pattern. Tuck the 
hooks far back into the tree so they are hidden, 
and it is the ornament itself that is visible. 

Once the largest balls are in place, hang 
the next-largest - again, following a diamond 
pattern. Using a variety of sizes and textures 
helps create interest, and impact. “When you 
use all the same small balls on the tree, you 
don’t have the same regal effect,” says Ferragine, 
recommending that homeowners splurge, and 
buy at least some extra-large balls for the tree, all 
in a single colour. 


Step 4 - Floral picks. Add gilded berries, 
super-sized Poinsettias and the like, between 
the decorative balls - again following a diamond 
pattern, to ensure balance. 

“Once you’ve done all your balls and your 
picks, you're going to add all your fancy stuff on 
the outer branches” - like icicles, and glittering 
drops. Again, says Ferragine, follow a diamond 
pattern, to make 
sure the design is 
balanced. 

Step 5 - Topping 
the tree. “A lot of 
people still do their 
angels, or stars,” she 
says - but there is a 
growing trend to use 
fancy floral picks at 
the top of the tree-or 
wired leaves, looped 
to create a "bow-type 
effect" and fastened 
with florist’s wire. 

Another new 
favourite is a bow, 
made from a 10 
yard bolt of ribbon. 

"It needs to be a 
well-wired ribbon,” 
Ferragine warns, or 
the bow will fall flat. 
It’s simply a matter 
of looping the ribbon 
- making a half-turn 
each time, if the ribbon is one-sided - until there 
are 7 loops on each side. Tie with thin, green 
floral wire, pull tight, then reshape to open up 
the bow before wiring it securely to the tree, 
about 9” below the top. 

“How simple it is,” she says, pointing to the 
finished tree. “We have only 6-7 different 
ornaments on here, and 3 or 4 picks, and it gives 
you a formal look.” 

Ferragine and her team took about 5 days to 
decorate the 23 trees on display at Bradford 
Greenhouses Garden Gallery. 

Asked about her own tree, Ferragine says she 
has two trees - a 10’ tree upstairs decorated only 
with about 300 balls. "It’s very simple. It doesn’t 
have any flowers, it doesn’t have anything on 
it” - and a “sports tree” downstairs in the family 

Topped with her grandfather’s 80 year old skis, 
the tree is decorated with old hockey skates, 
sports memorabilia and the like. 

“It’s pretty interesting,” she says - and proof 
that anything goes!
